[ was ſome years ago employed in the otlice vi an 
exciſeman. This ottice was intruſted to me by 
his Majſty King George; and I received, a- others 
do, a vearly falary for my trouble. I therefore 
was min ined by the King; and I onght to have 
been both e loyal ſubjeR, and a faithful fervant in 
diſcharging the peculiar dutiesof my office. Inſtead 
hereof, being inſtigated by the Devil and not hav- 
ing the fear of Goh before my cyes, I was detected 
in the commiſſion of acts of diſhoneſty, and was on 
tit account difiniſſed from his Majeſty's employ. 

Aſter this, my heart was puffed up with pride, 
and frellel with ambition; and I determined 
wit u , if poſlible, to be the great man. I 
did not care what wickedneſs I committed, in or- 
der to corapaſs my end. I had a conſiclerable 
late in ſomenthing the American troubles, and in 
ſeparating America from Great- Britain. Not 
contented with this, I thought farther, that if I 
could contrive forme method for pulling down 
Kings, and for deſtroying all civil government in 
the world, then the common people in every coun- 
try would rife, a general pillage would take place, 
the rich would be ſtripped of their property, and 
I thould and a good chance for coming in for a 
large thare of the plunder. I thereſore ſet my 
pen to work; and I publithed certain painphlets 
on the ſubject of politics, wherein I endeavoured 
to thew not only that all Kings are tyrants, but 
that every civil government now in the world is 
tyrannical and ouglit to be {bolithed. I his indeed 
was 2 doctrine contrary to the word of Gop. For 
Gov in his word ſays poſitively, © Obey them that 
©* have a rule over you, Let every foul be ſubject 
to the higher powers: for there is no power but 
of Gop; the powets that Le, are ordained 
1 of Goo. Whoſoever thereforc refiſteth the 
power, reſiſteth the ordinance of So; and they 
that reſiſt, {hall receive to themſelves damma— 
tion.“ Nothing can be more clear and expre{s, 
than theſe texts of Scripture, in declaring what is 
the duty of ſubjects to their reſpective governcrs, 
and what is the great wickedneſs of rebellion, 
But what was the word of Gop to me: I neither 

ſcnred Gor, nor regarded man. I was determined 


to become rich at all hazards, and get mvicif a 


rout. name in the world. According!y, my 
painp!:lets were read, and my political errors were 
embraced by vaſt numbers of pe ple all over Eu- 
rope; elpecially by thoſe, who nad ſquandered 
away their fubſtance by vice and extravagance ; 
and by others, who never were worth any thing, 
who had therefore nothing to loſe, and were in 
hopes that they had a great deal to get. 

It was this, which, together with other circum— 
ſtances, brought on a civil war in France, and was 
the occalion of the King's being barbaroufly mur- 
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bed or {hot to death in tle field of battle.

And now, what is the preſent ſtate of France! 
They have no merchandize abroad; and they have 
little or no trade at home. Their manufaQures 
are almoſt all at a ſtand. Their fields and vine- 
yards lie waſte and untifted; pioviſions are at 
double the price of what ti:ey uſed to be; the in- 
duſtrious poor are every vie ftarving, being out 
of employ ; and every man is liable, when called 
upon, whether willing or unwilling, to enliſt him- 
ſelf a ſoldier, and to run tl riſque of being ſtab- 
And 
(what is another great hardihip) the people are 
obliged to receive in pzyment for their goods or 
for their labour a {ham kind of money, which they 
call Aignat'; which are ſtamped pieces of paper, 
that can never fetch the full value they ſtand tor, 
and may perhaps to-morrow be worth nothing at all. 
From hence you may fee, wit are the deſtructive 
and horrible ettects of thoſe leveiling principles, 
which I an others have wicked:y inſtilled into tlie 
minds of men. 

Now al the calamitiss and miſeries, which have 
fallen upon the French people, will alfo fall upon 


yo, if you ever dare to imitate their example, and to 


do as they have done. No man will have any 
thing afterward, that he can call his own ; and his 
very life, together with the lives of his wife and 
children, will bedaily indanger ot being taken away. 

And here I will undertake to point out to you 
the error and deceit cf thioſe notions, which have 
of late been embraced by the unvrary, in conſe- 
quence of my poiſonous writings. bins and 
Evcauly, List and Evvatiry, that is now the 
general cry. But thele things are unhappily miſ- 
underſtood. What liberty, or what equality can 
you have, that you do not already enjoy * Surely, 
vou will not plead for a liberty to do any thing 
which is evil! You will not allow, that it is free 
ſur every man to break open and plunder your 
Loule, to lie with your wife, or to wound or maim 
your body. None of you will plead for ſuch li- 
berty as this. And therefore it is evident, that 
you cannot pollibly have fuch a liberty as is in all 
caſes unlimited; that is you cannot have a li- 
berty in all cafes to do juſt. what you pleaſe ; 
no, nut if you were the richeſt perſons upon 
earth; and that if you would live ſafely in a 
ſtate of ſocicty, there uniſt Le certain laws made 
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concourſe of mobility to bring up the rear as we 
Le!ieve was never before ſcen on tlie like occaſion. 
hey made a fand at the Exchange and Cuſtom- 
houſe, and ſung “ God fave the King,” then pro- 
ceeded to a place called Irue-body's Hill, in their 
own pariſh ; where the figures were firſt hung on a 
gallows near go feet high, and then burut. nd 
ſucl was the good lmmonr of the people, that tho' 
the proceſlion laſted between ſix and ſeven hours we 
have not heard the leaſt accident or even tlie ſinalleſt 


wrangle happened on the occaſion. ----Upen the 


whole, we nuiſt acknowledge that it was the moſt 
pompons ſiglit that has been witneſſed in this city, 
fince the triumphal entry of Lord Rodney, after 
luis glorious defeat of the French fleet on the ever 
memorable 1 2th of April.--Bzrsror., Mar. 2, 1793.

for your government ; and that with thoſe laws 
you muſt punctually comply, unleſs they require 
you to break the {abbath, er todo any thing which 
Gov hat! forbidden. 

Then. as to the matter of -1+:/+;y, I will eaſil 


convince you that theie can Le no ſuch thing in 


the ſenſe which tome perſons talk of, and that you 
yourlelves wald never conſent to it. For is it 
not evident, that accordizig to the ordinance of 
G b, arid the general cone of his Providence in 
the world, every man mult get his Lread by ſome 
empioymett or other; att that it the work and 
libour of men were zt a Hand, we {hould all 
ſtar ve: Fur how could you have any bread, if there 
were no bakers: Or any corn-fluur, if there were no 
farmers: Or how could you have any fthambles-meat 
to eat, or any clothes to cover ent, or any fire in 
your clinmies to warm you; if there were no 
butchers, no taylots, nor coal-miners? Or unleſs 
you did furniſh yourſelves with theſe comforts by 
the ſweat of your own brows ! Now let me a{k,--- 
Whatever you earn by your labour, do you not 
call that your own ? If you get more by your la- 
bour ; than another does by his, is it right that he 
{ſhould be ſet on the ſame footing with ycu, and 
demand part of your earnings? It, for inſtance, 
you get ten ſhillings a week by your work, and a 
drunken neig!:bour of your's docs not chuſe to 
work; but cries up LinkRTT and ECC Alrrr, and 
ſays that he will have an equal part cf your wages; 
that is, five ſhillings out of yuur ten; will you ever 
ſubmit to this: Can you puliibly conſent, that 
ever ſuch an equality as this ſhould take place 
Aſfuredly not. You do not mean any ſuch thing; 
and they who teach you to cry up Liverty and 
Equatrry, impoſe upon yeu ; and they want to 
ſtir you up to rebeliicn for their own covetous 
ends. The true liberty is a liberty to do every 
tiling without moleſtation, which is not forbidden 
either by the laws of Gob or man. And the true 
equality is the common right which every man 
has tv uſe and enjoy whatever he lawfully poſſeſ- 
ſes ; and likewife to Le protected by the laws of 
the land from every lraud and every injury, that 
can be committed againſt either his perſon cr his 
property. And herein the poor are equal to the rich. 

And now, as a dying man, I ſoleinnly give you 
all this advice. Be loyal ſubjects to his Majeſty 
King George. Obey them that have tlie rule over 
you, both in Church and State. Submit quietly 
to the laws of the land. Pay your taxes without 
murmuring ; for no government on earth can be 
ſupported without taxes. Beware ol inſurrections. 
Lock on every man as your enemy, who attempts 
to make you diſcontented. Be diligent in provid- 
ing a maintenance for yourſelves and families. 
And endeavour to live peaceably with all men. 

This my advice, I grieve to ſay, is all the repara- 
tion, that I can make for the {ſhocking injuries 
which I have done to you and the reſt of mankind. 
I row own, that I have becn a vile rebel againſt 
my King; a traitor to my country; and an enemy 
to all the inhabitatnts of the earth. And, oh ! 
what can be my approaching fate in the other 
world: I am ſtained with the blood of thouſands 
of innocent perſons. And though I have ſcarce 
any reaſon to expect that my prayers thould be 
heard, yet my laſt words ae, Ihe Lord have 
mcrcy on my guilty ſoul!“
